OOD 
PRESENT TARIFF BILL SHOULD 
CONFIRM RIGHT OF MANU- 
FACTURING DRUGGISTS TO 
USE FORTIFIED SWEET 
WINES, 


While there has been much clamor 
in the daily press of late to rush the 
tariff bill through, we notice that those 
demands spring mostly from transpor- 
tation sources, or from persons who 
have nothing either to lose or to gain 
by a change in the schedules, and 
whose sole desire therefore is to put 
an end to a disturbing element to com- 
merce, so that they may ‘“‘get down to 
business.” No one, regardless of in- 
terest, is anxious to delay the passage 
of the bill a day longer than necessary, 
but in the hurry to get it through, no 
one wants to be left behind, so to 
speak. The House, in obedience to the 
expressed wish of the Chief Executive, 
forced an issue promptly, but the Sen- 
ate seems inclined to make haste slow- 
ly, and must be commended for its 
course. It is not easy to rectify errors 
once a bill has passed, and this tariff 
measure involves so many questions 
of paramount importance to various 
business interests that simple justice 
demands that due consideration take 
precedence of haste in many cases. 

It will not, therefore, be out of place 
to remind the Government of a prom- 
ise made last fall by the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
through its legislative committee, to 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue in the 
matter of the use, tax-free, of fortified 
sweet wines, and to ask, in conformity 
with that promise, that a clause be in- 
serted in the tariff bill which will make 
definite the intention of Congress in 
respect to section 6 of the act of June 
7, 1906. 

Readers of the Reporter will remem- 
ber that on October 1, 1890, Congress 
passed a bill authorizing the use of 
tax-free spirits or grape brandy, for 
the fortifying of domestic sweet wines, 
provided the wine, after fortification, 
did not contain more than 24 per cent. 
of alcohol. The purpose of this law, 
as explained in our issue of November 
2 last, was to encourage the manufac- 
ture of sweet wines, and in this it was 
successful. But the loss of revenue 
and the expenses incident to the with- 
drawal and gauging of the spirits, in 
course of time, brought forth a protest 
on the part of the then Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. Congress, how- 
ever, refused to disallow the privilege 
of free spirits to the wine growers, 
and merely took the precaution to en- 
act an amendment to the act providing 
for more stringent regulations in the 
matter of supervision and of stipulat- 
ing that the wines should not be used 
for rectifying purposes. The wording 
of this clause was somewhat ambigu- 
ous, and some years afterwards an- 
other commissioner thought he saw a 
chance to nullify an evident inten- 
tion of Congress, and to force pay- 
































ment in shape of tax and fine from 
manufacturing druggists, who for years 
had been using fortified wines in med- 
icinal preparations without molestation. 
It was even intimated at the time that 
action would be taken to secure con- 
viction against certain concerns for 
breach of the law. 

Naturally the manufacturers were up 
in arms. They feared they might pos- 
sibly be “up against” another “bay 
rum case,’ but through the representa- 
tions and strenuous efforts of the 
chairman of the Legislative Committee 
of the National Wholesale Druggists 
Association, the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue agreed, for a time, to 
read the ambiguous clause through 
different spectacles, provided that the 
association would use due diligence in 
securing the necessary legislation to 
remove all doubt, which it has pledged 
itself to do. 

Meanwhile the manufacturing drug- 
gists affected, have been let go on a 
sort of suspended sentence, and the 
Commissioner, if he sees fit, may at 
any time revoke his tentative promise, 
and by bringing them to book, force 
them to a course of expensive litiga- 
tion to sustain their rights. It is not 
in any way probable that either the 
Bureau or the druggists would relish 
such a course, but, as the former would 
have everything to gain and nothing 
to lose in a lawsuit, it behoves the 
latter to promptly take the initiative 
in seeking the required legislation, es- 
pecially as they are bound by the 
promise of their association to do so. 
It has been suggested, therefore, that 
this matter of the use of fortified sweet 
wines in medicinal preparations, which 
is not a complicated affair, and would 
not involve more than formal argu- 
ment, could be settled by a clause in 
the Aldrich tariff bill 6n the grounds 
that, being a question involving rev- 
enue, it is entirely appropriate. The 
sooner this vexed question is definite 
and finally settled the better, and to 
dispose of it now would be well worth 
the effort.

THE WEAK POSITION OF 
PETROLEUM. 


The position of one staple article is 
often affected by the sympathetic in- 
fluence of a similar or a competing 
commodity upon the market. When 
the price of one goes down a corre- 
sponding depression is often felt by the 
other, even though the latter may not 
happen to be directly influenced by the 
causes which weakened the situation 
in regard to the former. But it is a 
curious happening, when the price of 
one product goes off solely in sym- 
pathy with the statistical position of 
another and without regard to the 
price at which its competitor is actu- 
ally selling and when in fact its own 
statistical position is strong. An ex- 
ample of such an anomaly is shown 
in the recent declines in Pennsylvania, 
Lima and other high grades of crude 
petreleum, Prices have been reduced 
not because of weight of stocks or the 
lack of demand, but because the oils 
of the Mid-Continent and Illinois fields 
had accumulated to an enormous ex- 
tent, notwithstanding that the prices 
of these lower grade products have re- 
mained steadily unchanged. 

The recent reduction of ten cents per 
barrel in the Pennsylvania and Lima 
grades, might be considered all the 
more extraordinary in view of the 
fact that these oils have held so steady 
for such a length of time. Not since 
early in 1907 has there been a change 
in the price of Pennsylvania crude, 
while Limas have remained stationary 
for more than a year. The former has 
been selling during the interim of more 
than two years at $1.78 per barrel and 
has been reduced within the last few 
days to $1.68 and Lima grades are pro- 
portionately lower. As for the cheaper 
cils, the position of which has been 
responsible for the change in the higher 
grades, Mid-Continent and Illinois have 
been quoted unchanged for more than 
a year at prices ranging between 41 
and 28 cents for the former and 60 to 
68 cents for the latter. 

Stocks of these oils had grown to 
serious proportions under the influ- 
ence of excessive energy on the part 


of the operators, who continued to 
push developments with seeming disre- 
gard to the chances for finding a ready 
market, until on May 1 there was 
stored with the pipe line companies 
approximately 56,000,000 barrels of Mid- 
Continent oil against a stock the pre- 
vious year of about 40,000,000 barrels. 
In Illinois there were on the same date 
close to 27,000,000 barrels as against 
17,000,000 in May, 1908. The aggregate 
of these stocks held by the pipe line 
companies throughout the oil fields ap- 
proaches 90,000,000 barrels, which is the 
heaviest in the history of the country. 
With the Pennsylvania and Lima oils, 
however, the situation was altogether 
different. There the output has been 
steadily decreasing, Towards the end 
of April there were stored, in round 
numbers, 3,800,000 barrels of Pennsyl- 
vania and 4,000,000 barrels of Lima oils, 
which must be considered as a fairly 
light allowance. 

The heavy falling off in foreign de- 
mand, however, has had much to do 
toward offsetting the value of the high- 
er grades, and the steadily increasing 
pressure in the Mid-Continent and IIli- 
nois has materially aggravated the 
situation. Exports from the ports, in- 
cluding crude and refined, reduced to a 
crude equivalent basis, have fallen off 
since the first of the year over 63,- 
000,000 barrels, or to be exact, from 
525,710,018 barrels in 1908 to 462,595,226 
barrels during the current year, a sig- 
nificant fact of itself. From New York 
foreign shipments decreased nearly 15,- 
000,000 barrels, or from 288,471,244 bar- 
rels to 273,495,474 barrels. Philadelphia 
returns show a much more  pro- 
nounced decline of over 42,500,000 bar- 
rels, the shipments during the first 
quarter of the present year being only 
147,509,101 barrels, compared with 190,- 
042,681 barrels during the same period 
of a year previous. San Francisco, the 
next largest point of export, sent 
abroad, during the period mentioned, 
only 38,942,659 barrels, against 41,761,091 
barrels in 1908, a decrease in round 
numbers of close to 3,000,000 barrels. 
The other ports of minor importance 
show relative declines in foreign move- 
ment for the same period. Boston, in 
1908, shipped 146,936 barrels, and this 
year only 89,005 barrels, a decrease of 
57,931 barrels. New Orleans last year 
sent abroad 283,319 barrels, and this 
year 280,400 barrels, a decrease of about 
3,000, and Baltimore, which in 1908 ex- 
ported 5,005,347 barrels, has shipped but 
2,278,587, a decrease of over 2,700,000 
barrels. 

With substantially heavier stocks 
and such a marked falling off in for- 
eign business, it is hardly to be won- 
dered that the petroleum market for 
crude oils should weaken, though the 
question may be asked why Pennsyl- 
vania and Lima oils, which are by far 
in the strongest position, should have 
been slated for the latest decline, In 
answer, it may be said that the prin- 
cipal buyers of crude oil, in the hopes 
of stimulating operations in higher 
grade fields, have sustained the market 
at a price which, they claim, has not 
been warranted by the general situa- 
tion. As the inducement so offered, how- 
ever, failed of the desired result, and 
brought with it no improved produc- 
tion, they have allowed the market to 
revert to what is claimed to be a nor- 
mal basis under existing circumstances.

ALCOHOL USED IN EXPORTED 
PREPARATIONS SHOULD BE 
TAX FREE, 


The fate of the various tariff sched- 
ules now under discussion by Congress 
are foremost in the public eye and 
must remain so until their final adjudi- 
cation. Every clause of the Payne-Al- 
drich bill has been so carefully scanned 
by interested parties and subjected to 
such criticism that it is difficult to see 
how any egregious error can creep in 
except through unpardonable oversight, 
Certainly, if it suffers at all, it will 
be because of excess rather than lack 
of guidance or suggestion.

The question of revenue should not 
enter into the discussion of the advis- 
ability of passing section 29 of the 
Payne bill as quoted, since it must be 
rare indeed that American manufac- 
turers use tax paid domestic spirits for 
export purposes when they can import 
foreign material—which jas exempt 
from all tax in the country of origin— 
at a cost of only one per cent. customs 
duty.

Governor's Hearing on Brown 
Pharmacy Bill. 


The last hearing on the sole pharma- 
ceutical measure enacted by the recent 
session of the New York State Legisla- 
ture was held by Governor Hughes at 
Albany on Tuesday afternoon. This hear 
ing was designed to give the advocate: 
and the opponents of the Brown bill t 
amend the pharmacy and pure food law: 
ot the State a chance to present thei: 
arguments before the Governor wouia 
dispose of the measure. 

First in opposition to the bill appeure. 


Assemblyman Robert S. Cenklin, who hau 
championed a similar measure which haa 
not been passed by the Legislature. Mr 
Conklin’s arguments were directed main 
ly against the alleged’ inconsistencies 
and unconstitutionalities of some portions 
of the bill. As he interpreted it the sal 
of cocaine would be permitted if the drut 





were offered in the guise of a proprie- 
tary medicine; the Board of Pharmacy 
could have no constitutional standing, 
because it was not within the province 
of the regents of the State to appoint a 
board having police powers; and every 
pharmacist now practicing Witthitn Cats 
State would _ be put out of busines 


through the failure of the bill to provide 


for the recognition of their licenses. He 
also condemned in no uncertain § terms 
the activity of the members of the pres 
ent Board of Pharmacy to prevent their 
being legislated out of office. 

W. A. Jenner, of the Society for Safe 
guarding the Sale of Narcotics, pre 
sented arguments of a similar nature to 
those offered by Mr. Conklin. 

Charles M. Woodruff and J. H. Halil, 
representing the pharmaceutical manu- 
facturing interests of the country, ar- 
gued against the proposed change in tne

Thomas P. Cook, chairman of the Leg- 
islative Committee of the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Boara of ‘tiau 
and Transportation, appeared in opposi 
tion to the bill and filed a brief with the 
Governor, A number of retail druggists 
Hise appeared in opposition to the biil 

In support of the bill, Peter Diamond 
president of the New York State Asso- 
ciation, pleaded for the recognition of 
that organization in the selection of the 
members of the Board of Pharmacy, 
claiming that the organization repre- 
sented the leading retail pharmaceutical 
interests of the State. He made the stute- 
ment that he had received the impres- 
sion that the Governor approved of the 
bill before it had been passed by the 
Legislature. Governor Hughes interrupt- 
ed to set the speaker right in this mat- 
ter, saying that there was no authority 
for saying that the bill had met with his 
approval, 

William Muir, president of the Board of 


Pharmacy, said that properly interpreted 


the bill would not remove any restric- 
tions from the sale of cocaine. He up- 
held the individual guaranty provision 


and quoted at length from an address. by 


Dr. H. W. Wiley to support the provision 
that prohibited any deviation from the 
standards of official preparations, label- 
ing to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Thomas Stoddart, of Buffalo; Felix 
Hirseman, George Kleinau and Bernard

Linseed Oil. 


Business during the past week show- 
ed signs of some improvement, though 
it could not be said that it was in 
any sense brisk for the time of year. 
The advance in the car load price the 
previous week had evidently proved 
sufficient to convince the manufac- 
turing consumers and other buyers 
that there was little or no hope for 
an easier market, and that it would 
be a safe undertaking to place con- 
tracts for fair quantities extending 
over September. A few round lot or- 
ders were therefore placed at 54c. and 
the market is very firm at this figure. 
A very little oil in second hands was 
in evidence, but this feature of the 
market, apparently, no longer figures 
as a disturbing element, especially as 
on the little offering the holders are 
not willing to make important conces- 
sions. 

Seed has easily held its own, and 
the point has been reached when sey- 
eal mills have had to close, owing to 
the impossibility to secure raw ma- 
terial. Only those mills fortunate 
enough to have a fair stock of seed on 
hand and secured ahead are in a posi- 
tion to enter upon extended engage- 
ments for oil. The others, with no 
prospect of seed for an indefinite time 
ahead, are not particularly anxious to 
force their oi] upon the buyers for, 
should their present stocks become 
exhausted, they would be completely 
out of the market. Besides the crush- 
ers, under conditions as they appear 
at the present time, look for steadily 
advancing oil prices, and with limited 
supplies on hand they prefer to wait. 
Buyers on the other hand, while they 
must acknowledge the strong position 
of the market and its tendency to ad- 
vance, prefer to buy only as they need 
the goods, regardless of possibilities. 
Hence a comparatively quiet move- 
ment. Jobbing demand has been but 
fair, and the market remains firm at 
the old current quotations of 55@5é6c. 
for State and Western and city brands, 
respectively, in lots of 5 or more bar- 
rels.

There was a moderate but urgent de- 
mand for nearby cake during the week 
and as there is very little offering the 
market has grown considerably firmer 
and may be quoted strong at $31.25@ 
31.50 for spot. Futures, while not en- 
tirely neglected, have been rather slow. 
Meal continues to move in a quiet to 
steady way and is firm in sympathy 
with cake. Sellers are asking $32.25@ 
32.50. 

Cottonseed Oil. 

Buoyancy was the salient feature in 
the local cotton oil market during the 
interval. There was a_ noticeable 
growth of confidence in all directions, 
and a cheerful feeling was prevalent 
at all times. The nearby positions were 
in active demand and were offered spar- 
ingly, consequently the advance was 
greater than that recorded in the dis- 
tant futures. The fact that exporters 
‘were again interested and that re- 
finers were buying at the current level 
was looked upon as exceedingly en- 
couraging by the speculative element, 
and many accounts were switched from 
the short to the long side of the mar- 
ket. The sharp advance in lard also 
had a stimulating influence, and com- 
bined with this came some skyrocket- 
ing in the cotton options, all of which 
proved of bullish significance and left 
the market practically but one way to 
move. Trading in the aggregate has 
increased materially over that of the 
previous week, and from what can be 
learned practically all the oil consum- 
ing industries have been interested to 
a more or less degree in market opera- 
tions. This fs quite a contrast to con- 
ditions that existed a few weeks ago, 
and is only a demonstration of the un- 
certainties to which the cotton product 
is subjected. Although the July option 
advanced with the remainder of the 
market, some of the more conservative 
traders are reluctant about expressing 
bullish views regarding the ultimate 
outcome of this position. There are 
some who claim the option is in an in- 
secure position, owing to its extended 
long interest. There are others who 
feel confident that the consuming 
demand is just beginning to de- 
velop renewed activity, and that hold- 
ers will be able to liquidate through 
the usual consuming channels. The 
bulk of crude oil holdings is now under 
contract, and only remnants are avail- 
able here and there. Small sales have 
been consummated at 35c., and prices 
have generally ruled between 35c. and 
35%4c. Most of the mills have shut down 
for the season, and it is thought the 
after crush will be comparaticely small 
unless crop conditions are favorable 
from now on. Foreign advices indicate 
firmer markets abroad, with inquiries 
showing a gradual increase. The ex- 
port movement from this port for the 
week ending May 8 amounts to 8,848 
barrels, from other ports 11,145 barrels, 
making a total of 20,033 barrels. Ex- 
ports from all ports from October 1 are 
652,586 barrels, compared to 645,176 
barrels for the corresponding period in

week, and its explanation is found in 
the same conditions noted in connec- 
tion with the decline of the previous 
week, the congestion of stocks in the 
Illinois and mid-continent fields and 
the limitation upon the consuming 


movement. The higher grades of Penn- 
Sylvania crude are now quoted at $1.68, 
with the other varieties at a corre- 
sponding decrease. The second cut 
also affected the Lima grades as well 
as Somerset, Ky., but Ragland, Ky., 
crude has so far escaped the cheapen- 


ing tendency. Quotations for Illinois 
and mid-continent crude are also un- 


disturbed by the recent price develop- 


ments in the other fields. According 
to latest advices, the mid-continent 
crude stock amounted to more than 
56,000,000 barrels, representing a gain 
of about 16,000,000 barrels during the 
year, while there were stored in the

Illinois fields on May 1 about 27,000,000 
barrels of crude, against 17,000,000 bar- 
rels in the corresponding day of last 
year. Stocks in other fields of the 
country would, it is estimated, bring 
the aggregate well in excess of 100,- 
000,006 barrels. 

teviewing the field situation for the 
week we find a decrease in completed 
work in many sections, but this condi- 
tion is attributed more to the difficulty 
operators have experienced in getting 
supplies to the scene of activity rather 
than by reason of the less favorable 
market for crude. The latter factor, 
however, is likely to manifest its in- 
fluence within the near future, partic- 
ularly upon development work involv- 
ing more or less uncertainty as to pay- 
ing results. The week's showing in the 
fields of the Pennsylvania classification 
is more favorable than was previously 
noted, both as to completions and new 
production, The gain in the latter was 
chiefly due to West Virginia results. 
In this State Lincoln county main- 
tained its lead in completions and new 
production. Of the twelve wells 
drilled during the week eight were ir 
the producing class to the extent of 
230 barrels as the daily average, and 
four were successful in yielding gas 
in paying quantities, Roane county 
also furnished results that are likely 
to sustain interest in operations. Late 
developments in the fifty-foot Shinns- 
ton formation of Harrison county have 
been of further disappointment, and 
with dusters now the rule much of 
the prospective work in the district has 
been abandoned. The two original pro-

ducers there were reported to be main-~ 
taining a capacity of 70 and 100 bar- 
rels a day, respectively. Another 
noteworthy result of the week in West 
Virginia was the bringing in of a well 
in Tyler county that was considered 
promising for a 50-barrel producer. In 
the Southeastern Ohio section Jefferson 
county returns were more encouraging, 
two of the recent completions near 
Steubenville giving indications of 50 
barrel producers. In the Osage pool in 
the same county a century producer was 
drilled, after a series of light wells and 
dusters. A showing for a 75 barrel well 
Was experienced in Fairfield county. 
Much interest has centered in a return 
from Monroe county, where a wildcat 
venture came in at the rate of 15 bar- 
rels a day and was regarded as the 
probable forerunner of a new Keener 
sand development. There was a mate- 
rial decline in completions and new pro- 
duction in the Northwestern Ohio sec- 
tion of the Lima field, but it is believed 
to be rather early to attribute the less 
favorable showing to the reduction in 
crude prices. The week's returns from 


Indiana also recorded decreased re- 
sults. As a rule, the Lima wells are 
light producers, and it is upon this 
class that the crude depreciation is 
likely to reflect its greatest influence. 
The Illinois fields show considerable 
activity, operators finaing much en- 
couragement in the maintenance of 
crude prices. While the established 


fields of Crawford and Lawrence coun- 
ties furnished the great proportion of 
the new production, some results out- 
side of the better defined limits may 
stimulate operations of a _ broader 
scope. Our Kentucky correspondent 
writes that field work is maintaining 
a gratifying average there, despite the 
recent declines in crude values, but the 
tendency of operators -s to limit their 
activities more to the proven area. The 
record producer of the week in Ken- 
tucky was a 75 barrel well in Wayne 
county, slightly apart from the defined 
lines. Advices from the mid-continent 
field note quiet conditions generally, 
and in the shallow sand district par- 
ticularly the excessive record of dry 
holes last month tending to restrict 
operations. The stock of mid-continent 
crude at the end of April is given as 
56,136,419 barrels, but the prospects for 
a freer outlet by reason of greater pipe 
line facilities to the Gulf coast are re- 
garded as more hopeful. The _ total 
pipe line runs for April in the mid-con- 


tinent field reached nearly 3,500,000 
barrels, the great proportion of which 
was for consumption, The April re- 


view of the Gulf coast region shows a 
slight decrease in the total production, 
but the daily average for the month is 
a trifle higher than that for March, 
owing to the less number of days in

Illinois Petroleum Fields Active. 
Marshall, [il., May 12, 19u9. 


The onward march of the drill in the ILlli- 
nois petroleum fields makes the State the most 
sought after in the oil line of any of the fields 
in the whole country. The great activity 
makes business boom in the counties where 
the product is being found, The wet weather 
has retarded work during the week to sume 
extent, but while the heavy rains stopped 
some work it gives the country a sufficient 
amount of water for drilling purposes, and 
saves the hauling of thousands upon thou- 
sands of barrels of water to supply the boil- 
ers in the oil regions, The pipe lines are mak- 
ing a decided increase in their runs from the 
wells, which helps out the overburdened pro- 
ducer to a large extent. The Lllinois fields 
are now capable of producing fully 100,000 
barrels a day, but the well owners are not 
now pumping their wells to their full capacity, 
as they figure that while the pipe lines are 
unable to cope with the production that they 
will leave just that much crude under the 
ground to be brought up when the pipe lines 
can handle the entire production. The pipe 
lines have facilities for running the entire 
production of the field, but they have no empty 
tankage to put the product in when once in 
the long pipe lines. 
3ut very little new territory is being opened 
up in any part of Illinois, but there are still 
thousands of acres of undrilled territory yet 
within the defined limits that will be drilled 
from now on, and many thousands of loca- 
tions on leases all over the producing area, 
where only a few wells have been drilled. 
Then again there is what is known as_ the 
second sand pay that has been discovered in 
several borings throughout the field that will 
help along, as wells can be drilled to this lower 
stratum without interfering with the wells 
producing from the upper oil veins, as the 
upper vein can be piped off, and by doing this 
wells can be drilled more thickly than as if 
there were but one oil sand to draw from. 

If a well shows nothing but a small well 
in the first sand they can drill to the second 
sand, where a better producer is usually found, 
The completion of several good wells in the 
deep sand has given the field a new impetus. 
Only a couple of miles west from the city of 
Robinson a deep sand well has just been 
drilled in, and at the depth of over eleven 
hundred feet produced close to a hundred bar- 
rels. This is the second sand and is close to 
100 feet below the regular pay sand that was 
found in the first crop of wells. These several 
deep test wells are by no means located within 
a small radius, but are scattered over a large 
area, making the prospects look more encour- 
aging than as though the wells were close to- 
gether. 

The Illinois field has a peculiar string of oil 
sands. In the Westfield field, in the northern 
part of Clarke county, the oil producing sand 
varies from a depth of 220 to 350 feét. To 
the south the sand dips until near Casey, 
where the oil is found at close to 400 feet. 
Northwest of Casey the Cumberland county 
pool, which was one of the richest pools yet 
opened in the entire oil fields of the State, 
produced oil from a depth of 385 to 520 feet. 
Between Casey and Martinsville the sand was 
about 420 feet and a few miles to the south, 
but in the same county, and in Johnson 
township, the first oi! pay was found at about 
520 feet and the second pay at about 620 feet. 
Still to the south, in the Bellair field, in 
Crawford county, the sand is found at about 
700 feet, but is a continuance of the Johnson 
township belt. Directly east several miles and 
near Annapolis the second sand has been 
found at something like 1,400 feet, 
tains little oil. South of the Bellair field, in 
the vicinity of Oblong, the regular oil pay 
sand is found at about 1,000 feet and the sec- 
ond pay close to 200 feet deeper. South of 
Oblong, near Hardinsville, the regular sand 
is found at about 1,060 feet, but at a depth of 
between 400 and 500 feet a shallow producing 
sand is found that is very rich. As the field 
continues to the south in Lawrence county 
the sand dips to the first pay sand found at 
about 1,150 feet, another at 1,300 feet, at 1,600 
feet and another as low as 1,900 feet, the deep- 
est known oil pay sand in that section of the 
State. 

Several miles southeast of Robinson, near the 
town of Flat Rock, a heavy oil in good quan- 
titles has been found at a depth of from 706 
to 800 feet, and is in no wise connected as yet 
to the regular belt, being of an inferior grade. 
In the center of Honey Creek township, Craw- 
ford county, midway between the real oil belt 
and the Flat Rock operations, a still lower 
grade of crude is found, that commands a 
price of eight cents per barrel below the oil 
from the other sections, 

North of Robinson a few miles and in the 
gas belt, an oil well that is reported good for 
close to 1,000 barrels has been drilled in on 
the Lamb land by Fritz & Co. that is causing

no end of excitement. The well is located 
between several gas wells, and close to some 
smail oil wells, and the owners never expected 
to hit a gusher when they started the well. 
This deep sand was first discovered by the 
Linden Oil Company in a deep test they put 
down on the Ames farm, in the centre of 
Crawford county. The well was drilled deep, as 
the first sand only showed for a light well, 
otherwise the deep sand formation would yet 
be an unknown thing. The drilling of this 
well was followed by the deep tests of the 
Ohio Oil Company in several parts of the 
county and in nearly every instance good re- 
sults were obtained, 

Work in a wildcat way is meeting with no 
success and investors are getting tired of tak 
ing the long chances in efforts to open new 
tields.

Brighter Prospects for Mid-Conti- 
nent Petroleum Field, 

Kan., May 11.

The middle of May finds 
quiet in the mid-continent field. The pipe line 
companies are not taking so much oil; there 
is very little tank building; producers say they 
are letting up on drilling and there are no 
legislatures in session to cause any stir. in 
the shallow sand district the large number of 
dry holes last month is resulting in a slacken- 
ing of the pace. There are still big sales tak- 
ing place and more are to follow. No an- 
nouncement has yet been made of the inten- 
tion of the Standard Oil Company with re- 
spect to the construction of its proposed line 
to the Gulf. Work has been started on the 
Standard Refinery at Baton Rouge and it is 
assured that if it is going to be as big as re- 
ported and is going to run with oil that a 
good share of the crude must come from this 
feld. There is only one practical way of get- 
ting it. At the present time the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company has its pipe line runs ana 
its shipments within 1,000 barrels a day of 
equalizing. This is the most encouraging sign 
the producer has seen in a long time. If this 
condition continues and another line is built, 
as it most certainly will be, it will actually 
give relief to the field. Heretofore it has 
often occurred that so much oil was being 
placed in storage that when a new line was 
built it did not give much relief. It is the 
general impression that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Louisiana will domesticate in Okla 
homa and build the pipe line to the Gulf. This 
will be a very satisfactory solution to the 
controversy over the matter so long discussed. 
It has been declared the Prairie would not 
be permitted to build the line until it domes- 
ticated. ‘To domesticate would have been dis- 
quieting to the business of the Prairie, which 
is a Kansas concern. 

It is stated at Guthrie, Okla., that the Gulf 
Pipe Line Company made application to do- 
mesticate a $25,000 company to cover its gath- 
ering lines in the Glenn pool, and that the pe- 
tition was denied on the ground that such a 
company would be of no benefit to the field. 
What the State wants is companies that will 
contest the fields which are now served only 
by the Prairie Oil and Gas Company. There 
is a rumor that an agreement has been reached 
whereby the Gulf company will extend its 
lines to the shallow sand district and the 
Texas company will build a gathering line to 
the Bartlesville side of the Cherokee. It is 
also stated these two companies will each lay 
a second line from the Glenn pool to the Guif 
to take care of the increased runs. Both 
companies the past year have been heavy pur- 
chasers of production. The Gulf company 
owns approximately 500 producing wells and 
has a production of about 25,000 barrels a day, 
while it is only able to take care of about 
15,000 barrels a day. The Texas company has 
135 wells and a daily produetion of 6,000 bar- 
rels, so that it will be seen that these com- 
panies together are not able to do very much 
for the producer under the present conditions 
But all the time there are new market ave- 
nues being created and a great deal of oil is 
finding way to consumption. If the Prairie 
interests build to Baton Rouge and the Texas 
and Gulf companies build to the Texas sea- 
board the future of the mid-continent field is 
assured. 

A representative of the Interior Department 
has lately visited the field and assures the 
producers that it is the desire of the new ad- 
ministration to give the mid-continent field 
strict business consideration and will decide 
all matters strictly according to merits. This 
is evidence of the dawn of a new era, al- 
though it comes late when it cannot do the 
good it would have a year or two ago. How- 
ever, it is a matter of great satisfaction to 
the producer to know that if it is necessary 
for him to appear before the Interior Depart- 
ment at Washington that he will be treated 
with due respect and consideration. 

The total pipe line runs for the month of 
April amounted to almost three and a nhait 
million barrels of oil. The great bulk of it 
was delivered for consumption. This speaks 
volumes for the possibilities of a new field 
when it is considered there was no call for 
any oil in this field less than ten years ago 
and that practically the entire demand has 
been created during the last five years. 

The runs of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
for April averaged 76,496.48 barrels a day. 
This was the lowest average since January, 
1907, when the daily average was 75,392 bar- 
rels. The average for March of this year was 
79,004 barrels and in February’ 82,949 bar- 
rels, with 86,597 barrels for January. ‘Thus it 
will be seen that there has been a gradual de- 
cline all this year. In January the Prairie 
placed 15,715 barrels a day in storage. in 
April only 1,065.85 barrels. In January the 
deliveries amounted to 70,882 barrels a day, 
and in April to 75,480 barrels a day. 

On May 1 the Prairie had 40,436,418.66 bar- 
rels of oil in storage in this field. This is a 
record never before paralled in any other 
field. Five years ago the company had prac- 
tically no oil in storage. The Prairie has filled 
all of its tanks at Muskogee and is now nego- 
tiating for the purchase of more land for 
tank farm purposes, The Gulf Pipe Line Com- 
pany is erecting six 55,000-barrel sterage

The 
trees after being stripped of the bark 
are, as a rule, cut down, split and 
chopped for firewood, loaded into small 
boats, and finally exported to Hong Kong 
and other eastern ports. It makes an 
excellent fuel for steam launches, having 
about five-eighths the heating properties 
of Welsh coal.

‘The investigation also indicates that 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
in New England in 1902-08 were probably 
due to contaminated vaccine of Japanese 
origin from the Mulford Company, While 
an investigation was made at that time, 
the results were confusing, so that it was 
not definitely determined that the out- 
breaks were due to contaminated vaccine 
virus. In the recent investigation by 
Doctors Mohler and Rosenau, however, 
they used animals which had been vacci- 
nated and were therefore immune to vac- 
cinia or cCOowpox, that in ¢ the in- 
fection of foot-and-mouth disease was 
present in the vaccine under suspicion 
ihe lesions of that disease ‘would not be 
suppressed or obscured by those of vac- 
cinia. By this method and by means of 
intravenous inoculation they were able to 
detect the contaminating infection when 
it might not otherwise have been discoyv- 
ere d.

Parke, Davis & Co., on the other hand, 
rented their caives and placed them again 
on the market a short time after the 
vaccine material was taken, In this way 
the disease spread from the vaccine sta- 
Lles of Parke, Davis & Co., but not from 
those of the Mulford Company, although 
it was the vaccine virus from the latter 
establishment that infected the former's 
cattle. 

“According to Doctors Mohler and 
Rosneau, foot-and-mouth disease is pri- 
marily and principally a disease of cattle, 
and affects man only secondarily and 
casually. Children are occasionally in- 
fected by drinking unboiled milk during 
the periods in which the disease is preva- 
lent in the neighborhood, while persons 
in charge of diseased animals may be- 
come infected through contact with the 
aiseased parts or by milking, slaughter- 
ing, or caring for the animals. The dis- 
ease, When communicated to man, how- 
ever, very seldom fatal, the affection 
usually being too slight to come to the 
1ctice of the family physician, 

“As soon as the facts regarding the 
contamination of vaccine became known 
the licenses of the two firms involved 
were at once suspended, all the suspected 
vaccine virus on hand was destroyed and 
that upon the market withdrawn, and 
other measures of a radical nature were 
taken. The réport commends the intelli- 
gent and prompt co-operation of the Mul- 
ford Company and Parke, Davis & Co., 
in accomplishing this end. After an ex- 
amination of every strain of vaccine upon 
the market, it is stated that there is now 
upon the market no vaecine contaminated 
with the virus of foot-and-mouth disease. 
Regulations have been formulated with 
a view to preventing hereafter the propa- 
gition of contaminated vaccine virus. 
No instanee of the transmission of foot- 
and-mouth disease to man through vac- 
cine virus has been recorded, and it is 
considered doubtful, in view of the tests 
made, if is possible to reproduce the 
disease in him by the cutaneous inocula- 
tion commonly used in the process of 
vaccination.

It is true, as the Senator

I have added something vn

day commodity, this commodity which every 
man who owns a house must buy, as will 
unduly and unnecessarily protect the in- 
terest. When I have cited the fact that 
window glass is selling in this country, and 
that it has been selling in this country for 
some years past, at a price that absolutely 
prohibits any importation of that kind of 
glass, although it may be classified under the 
same paragraph, Ll cannot imagine that we 
ehall perpetuate this unreasonable duty, which, 
although not now harmful, may become the 
instrument of very great injustice in the near 
future, To show that it may so become, lL 
desire to read and have inserted in my re- 
marks just a little paragraph from a paper 
which came into my hands the other day, 
called ‘‘Commoner and Glassworker.’’ It is a 
paper published at Pittsburgh, and the issue 
of the paper from which L read is under date 
of April 38, 1907:—

Kean:—That was two years ago. 
Cummins:—Yes, sir; two years ago last 

April. It had become in the meanwhile some- 
what unpopular to organize combinations or 
corporations of this kind; and, although I have 
not attempted to become familiar with the de- 
tails of the failure of this particular effort to 
combine the window glass manufacturers of 
the United States, I know that it did tem- 
porarily fail; and I read this extract only to 
show what is so constantly in the minds of 
all the manufacturers in this country. The 
very fact that I have admitted—namely, the 
low price of window glass in the United States 
at the present time—furnishes the motive for 
just such combinations or concentrations as 
are here suggested. 

If we permit this duty, which I believe to 
be excessive, to remain upon this product, then 
this experiment may be followed by another 
more successful; and when the window glass 
manufacturers of the United States can com- 
bine themselves, they can raise the price to 
any point which they may think reasonable 
or which they may think profitable for them- 
selves, until they meet the danger of foreign 
competition, 

It is because such combinations have been 
made, and because such combinations can be 
made that I have asked that a full protective 
duty be imposed upon this commodity, but not 
more than an adequate protective duty. If 
the selling price of this commodity at the pres- 
ent time and for some months in the past 
furnishes any evidence as to the cost of pro- 
ducing the article, then there can be no dif- 
ference of opinion that the duty imposed is 
more than is necessary to prevent foreign 
competition. 

Mr. Smith. of Michigan:—I would like to ask 
the Senator from Iowa how he accounts for 
the low price of glass which he has just de- 
scribed? 

Mr. Cummins:—I account for it by reason of 
the fact which I wish were always true. Com- 
petition, fair, reasonable and effective compe- 
tition, always reduces the price of any com- 
modity to a reasonable profit. That is the hope 
and salvation of the business of this country 
or of any other; and if there was in the 
United States that competition in every field 
of industry, and if we could be sure that com- 
petition would continue in full vigor, I would 
not be at all solicitous with respect to the 
duty that might be put upon any product which 
we could produce in sufficient quantities to 
supply our own demand. It is only because 
we are gradually extinguishing competitiqn 
that it becomes so imperative that we re- 
strain these duties to a point that will give 
full protection, but will give nothing more 
than full protection. 

Mr. Smoot:—Does the Senator from Iowa un- 
derstand that these tmportations of glass of 
the smaller sizes, 10 by , are used for win- 
dow glass? I may put another question at 
the same time. Is it not a fact that these 
importations are almost solely for the purpose 
of framing pictures? 

Mr. Cummins:—I have been so informed, 
I believe my information to be accurate. That 
is why I stated to the Senator from Rhode 
Island that these importations were not of the 
precise commodity I had attempted to describe 
as common ordinary window glass. I am per- 
fectly willing, if the committee has ingenuity 
enough to reclassify it—and I think the com- 
mittee could reclassify it—I am perfectly will- 
ing that a duty shall be put upon this higher 
priced and this superior article commensurate, 
if you please, with its value, although I think 
the duty I have named is a full and complete 
protection, even for that kind of an article. 

Mr. Smoot:—Mr. President, the duty they 
have now of 1% certainly has not been pro- 
hibitive in the past, and if it is lowered it 
certainly will not be prohibitive in the future. 

Mr. Cummins:—Mr. President, I may not 
have been correctly informed, but my investi- 
gation into this subject has led to the con- 
clusion that there has been no effort upon the 
part of the American window glass manufac- 
turers to supply the article which has been 
imported largely for use in picture framing. 

Mr. Smoot:—Mr. President, my information 
is that it is absolutely impossible for them to 
do it with the present duty of 1%, and to lower 
it would only mean that they never can do it. 

Mr. Cummins:—So that. Mr, President, in 
order to protect the people from an importa- 
tion of glass of a superior quality or kind—I 
do not know whether it can be technically 
deseribed as ‘‘window glass’’ or not, but, at 
any rate, it has been imported under that 
paragraph—in order to protect the American 
manufacturer in his production of that kind of 
glass you ask the Senate to impose a duty 
upon common stock glazing window glass that 
will enable the manufacturers, if they are so 
inclined, to lift up the price to a point that 
you will admit would permit extortion upon 
the users of this commodity. Why do you not

so classify these articles as to give adequate 
protection upon the one without permitting the 
manufacturer of the other to impose upon the 
people of the United States? 

At this point Senator Simmons, 
North Carolina, announced that he 
would advocate reductions in the rates 
on the smaller sizes of common window 
glass and delivered a speech in support 
of his proposition, in which he dwelt upon 
the importance of enabling the consumer 
to secure these grades of glass at the 
lowest possible price. He was followed 
by Senator Gallinger, of New Hampshire, 
a veteran in the cause of protection,

Mr. President, I have 
position to delay the consideration of this or 
any other schedule. I share with the Senators 
who want to see the end of this bill as speed- 
ily as possible. But 1 have been somewhat 
interested in the discussion of this schedule 
by the Senator from North Carolina. I listened 
tu his very fervent speech on lumber, and I 
sympathized with him, and I| shall vote with 
him on that schedule. But if he will take the 
testimony that was given before the Committee 
on Ways and Means of the other house on the 
lumber schedule, he will find a great many 
more witnesses who testified that lumber ought 
to be on the free list than he has cited to- 
day in favor of a reduction of duty on glass. 
So I think those of us who are going to ignore 
the testimony on the lumber schedule will take 
with some grains of salt the testimony the 
Senator has presented here this morning on the 
part of some importers and one manufacturer 
in reference to the schedule on glass, 

I did not know, Mr. President, whether these 
duties are too high or not. I know that they 
are substantially the duties which have pre- 
vailed for a great many years, and I know 
that under the existing law an enormous quan- 
tity of foreign glass has been sent into this 
country that, I presume, could be manufac- 
tured by our own people as well as not. 

In this connection—and it is all I am going 
to contribute to the discussion—l want to call 
attention to a statement made by eleven of the 
large glass manufacturing concerns in this 
country, who argue that the duties are too low, 
and that if they are not increased above the 
amount in the bill at the present time, disaster 
will come to the manufacturers of glass in this 
country on certain grades of glass. As this ts 
a brief and very lucid statement of their side 
of the case, I desire to ask unanimous consent 
that it may be placed in the Record.

The paper referred to is as follows:— 
PROPOSED COMPROMISE AMENDMENTS— 

SCHEDULE B, PAYNE TARIFF BILL. 

Paragraphs ¥8, 100 and 101 of the Payne 
tariff bill should be revised to enable the 
American plate-glass manufacturers to operate 
their factories. These paragraphs are so close 
ly linked that changes made in one necessitate 
changes in the others. They should be amend- 
ed to read as follows:— 

*‘Paragraph US. Cylinder 
polished, not exceeding 384 
cents per square foot; above 
ceeding 720 square inches, 12 cents per Square 
foot; above that, 15 cents per square foot. 

“Paragraph 100. Cast polished plate glass, 
finished or unfinished and unsilvered, not ex- 
ceeding JS4 square inches, 124% cents per square 
foot; above that and not exceeding 720 square 
inches, 18% cents per square foot; all above 
that, 2 cents per square foot. 

‘“‘Paragraph 101. Cast polished plate glass, 
silvered, cylinder and crown glass, silvered and 
looking-glass plates exceeding in size 144 
square inches and not exceeding 384 square 
inches, 15 cents per square foot; above that 
and not exceeding 720 square inches, 21 cents 
per square foot; all above that, 25 cents per 
square foot: Provided, That no looking-glass 
plates or plate glass, silvered, when framed, 
shall pay a less rate of duty than that im- 
posed upon similar glass of like description not 
framed, but shall pay in addition thereto upon 
such frames the rate of duty applicable thereto 
when imported separate.”’ 

(Paragraph 102 should remain as given in the 
Payne bill.) 

WHY THE COMPROMISE RATES ON PLATE 
GLASS SHOULD BE GRANTED. 

1. American factories to produce the 
quantities of plate glass cost much more to 
build than European ones, hence larger in- 
vestments and need of larger returns per square 
foot. 

2. It costs 18% cents more per square foot to 
manufacture polished plate glass in America 
than in Europe, 

3. The American manufacturer's market is 
limited to United States, while United States 
is the dumping ground of all other plate-glass 
producing countries, 

4. Imports under the Dingley law have in- 
creased 2,445 per cent. in the first bracket, 762 
per cent. in the second bracket, 557 per cent. 
in the third, and 3,099 per cent. in the fourth, 
an average on all sizes of 864 per cent., while 
American production has only increased about 
100 per cent. during the same period, showing 
the present tariff to be an improper one, 

5. Glass in the first two brackets, under the 
Dingley law, constituting in excess of 40 per 
cent. of the total consumption, must be sold 
below cost of production. Fully 30 per cent. 
must be cut down from profitable sizes. 

(Automobile wind shields constitute 5 
cent. of the total consumption and 
below cost by the manufacturer, 

The windows in the new House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate office buildings are all

These are the type of ‘‘poor’’ consumers that 
purchase small sizes of plate glass. There is 
no justice in this condition. There should be 
more protection on small glass.) 

6. The Payne bill as it stands would still 
compel the sale of glass in the first two 
brackets below cost, and by a _ reduction of 
tariff on large glass from 35 cents to 22% cents 
per square foot would not give the manufac- 
turers an opportunity of making up this loss.

There has been little feature to the 
market for Central and South Amer- 
ican copaiba during the week, and the 
general conditions are rather routine. 
Receipts from producing districts have 
continued light and first hands, it is 
believed, are well cleared, with the 
possible exception of the higher lim- 
ited goods.

A correspondent on 
the coast has taken exception to a re- 
cent statement in the Reporter as to

Notwithstanding the report published in your 
paper of May 8 that the holdover of cascaia 
Sagrada on this coast amounts to but ten 
fifteen cars, the fact remains that the stock 
in sight is from eighty to ninety car loads. 
The trust itself holds not less than forty to 
fifty cars and the balance is held by parties 
outside of the trust, who are waiting to see 
what is going to be done by the trust. The 
new crop is now beginning to come in, the sea- 
son being favorable for early gathering.

The 
demand for consuming account has 
been generally satisfactory, and the 
cheaper grades of Bourbons are being 
steadily diminished with apparently 
little opportunity to duplicate them in 
the foreign markets. While $2.25 has 
been confirmed for this variety, hold- 
ers declare that their stock available 
at this figure is of very small conse- 
quence, and is likely to be exhausted 
at almost any day. Advices from 
French sources have been interrupted 
by the labor disturbances, and little 
of noteworthy interest has come for- 
ward during the week. For shipment 
of head and tail lots of Bourbons here 
26@28 frances per kilo is reported to 
have been paid, bringing the average 
cost here to approximately $2.50 a 
pound. The French stock said to 
have been materially reduced by the 
operations of short sellers to cover re- 
quirements for home and European 
account. One of the principal opera- 
tors in France is reported to hold but 
twenty tons, one-half of which repre- 
sented a well-known curing, which was 
limited to 30 frances net cash, equiva- 
lent to about $2.80 here. The stock of 
another large dealer abroad, it was 
stated, consisted of fifteen tons, which 
was held at a prohibitive level. 

Recent advices on the Mexican situa- 
tion tend to emphasize the serious ef- 
fect of the drought upon the blossom- 
ing plants and, under the most favor- 
able conditions, it is stated that not 
more than one-half an average yield 
can be reasonably expected. The first 
shipment of new whole Mexican beans, 
amounting to 2,300 pounds, is en route 
to this market. These goods are of the 
earlier curing and are probably not of 
so desirable a quality as later ship- 
ments will prove. On spot Mexican 
cuts are maintained at $2.50@2.75, while 
for found whole beans nothing is of- 
fered below $3. Receipts of 46 pack- 
ages of South American beans have 
been noted, nearly all of which, we are 
advised, has been sold. For this va- 
riety $2.3744@2.50 is asked.

Imports of Copra. 


RAPIDLY GROWING AMERICAN 
CHASES OF COCOANUT MEAT. 


The importation of copra, the 
meat of the cocoanut, into the United 
States has increased greatly in the past 
two years. It is practically all received 
at San Francisco. That city is also ex- 
tending its factory operations for the 
utilization of copra. The importation of 
copra into this country during the cal- 
endar year 1908 amounted to _ 17,177,986 
pounds, valued at $471,501, against 2,952,015 
pounds, worth $117,618, in 196. The im- 
port price during 1906 and 1907 averaged 
about 4 cents per pound, whereas last 
year it dropped to about 2% cents, in 
keeping with the reduced rates on so 
many articles of commerce. The ruling 
price of copra in Ceylon at the close of 
1908 was 31-3 cents per pound. The ship- 
ments of copra from the Society Isl- 
ands are described in the following report 
from Consul Julius D. Dreher, of Tahiti:-

San Francisco, took, 1,104 tons, the re- 
mainder having been shipped by the 
Mariposa. This ship was unable to take 
all the copra offered for shipment on 
its Jariuary trip, and in February the 
quantity shipped filled all the available 


space that could be allotted to that prod- 
uct of this colony. 


As most of the copra shipped during 
January and February was old stock, and 
as two of the leading exporting firms 
took advantage of the low rates offered 
by the schooners to make large ship- 
ments, it is not to be expected that such 
shipments will be maintained throughout 
the year. However, as the cocoanut crop 
is very good, the quantity of copra 
shipped during this year is likely to be 
considerably larger than it was in 1908 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 





The Bush Oil Company has been in- 
corporated at Camden, N. J., for the 
purpose of operating pipe lines and 
dealing in oil. The capital is $120,000. 

The Pure Oil Company’s No. 6, 
George Floyd farm, section 15, in John- 
son township, Clarke county, IIl., pro- 
duced 150 barrels from the second pay 
sand. The company’s No, 10, B. F. 
Funk farm, section 15, pumped 175 bar- 
rels, 

Advices from Tusla, 
the Gulf Pipe Line Company is work- 
ing on six 55,000-barrel iron tanks in 
the Glenn pool and 10 more will be 
built as soon as possible, the first iron 
tankage the company has built in a 
long time.

In the Rowell’s Run 
Harper district, Roane county, W. 
the Carter Oil Company’s test on the 
Radiaker farm has a show for a 50- 
barrel producer in the Berea grit. This 
location is 800 feet west of the same 
company’s test on the Nicola & Co. 
farm. 


In Honey Creek township, Crawford 
county, Ill, Shafer, Smathers and 
others have completed their test on the 
southwest corner of the A. Jewell 
farm, four miles west of Flat Rock, 
and just east of the hamlet of Vilas, 
near the center of the township. The 
test was credited with a production of 
150 barrels. 


The new strike two miles south of 
Jerusalem, Monroe county, O., on the 
Moore heirs’ farm is attracting a good 
deal of attention. The well is es- 
timated to be good for 15 barrels a 
day. The oil was developed in the 
Keener sand, and in the opinion of 
some it will lead up to the develop- 
ment of a new Keener sand pool. 


Consul-General William H. Michael, 
of Caleutta, states that the United 
Turnyo Oil Company, with a capital of 
$1,666,666, has been registered in Ran- 
goon, with their permanent office at 
Yinangyaung. It is the intention of 
the new company to exploit oil fields 
at Yinangyaung and other places, and 
also to act as refiners and general mer-

The Eastern Oil Company's first test 
on the A, Paradee land, section 6-27-13 
northwest of Dewey, in the Bartlesville 
district of the mid- continent field, was 
credited with an initial production of 
200 barrels, one of the best wells drilled 
in that neighborhood. Across the way, 
on the Julius Fouts land, 31-28-13, No. 
11 for the Lumberman’'s Oil Company 
was a 50-barrel producer. 


In the deep sand territory, in Rush 
Creek township, Fairfield county, Ohio, 
the Bremen Oil and Gas Co. has com- 
pleted its No. 4o0n the Rush Creek Land 
and Oil Co.’s farm, and it produced 
90 barrels the first 24 hours. In the 
same district the same company has 
drilled its No, 3 on the J. H. Ashbaugh 
farm 15 feet into the Clinton sand, and 
has a show for a good producer. 


Advices from Leesville, Pa., stated 
that fine oil indications had been dis- 
covered a half mile west from that 
city and many prospectors have visited 
the place and declare they feel justi- 


fied in drilling test wells. Crude sul- 
phur, it was reported, had also been 


found along a small running stream. A 
well dug in that vicinity was so strong 
with sulphur that it was impossible to 
use it for drinking purposes. 


Gilbert & Gunsburg’s No. 6 on the 
Martha A. Fister land, south half of 
the northwest quarter of section 27-27- 
16 in the Notawa district of the mid- 
continent field offsetting the northeast 
corner of John Markham’s_ 10-acre 
tract, had an initial production of 500 
barrels after a shot. The best well on 
this lease is on the bottom land in the 
southeast corner. It made 600 barrels 
and makes the lease to the east prom- 
ising for further successful develop- 
ment. 


The production of the California 
fields for the first two months of the 
year is given as 4,532,100 barrels for 
January and 3,968,000 barrels for Feb- 
ruary. The Kern River field main- 
tained a lead with a total of 2,489,000 
for the two months, Coalinga taking 
second place with 2,145,890 barrels and 
Santa Maria being third with 1,196,000 
barrels. The stocks in storage at the 
end of February aggregated 15,773,700 
barrels, a gain of 971,900 barrels over 
the amount at the close of January. 
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The Standard Oil Company has begun 
work on its refinery at Baton Rouge, 
La., on the Mississippi River, about 80 
miles north of New Orleans. 


The Hogan Oil Company has sold its 
Sallie Hodge 80 acres, section 10-17-12 
Glenn pool, mid-continent field, to the 
Gulf Pipe Line Company for $180,000. 
The production is around 1,000 barrels 
a day and there is quite a quantity of 
oil in a ground reservoir. Dorr Hogan 
secured the lease just before he died, 
when W. S. Hogan operated the prop- 
erty until he died. James and Thomas 
Hogan have been operating it since. 


the Reas Run district, Washing- 
ton county, O., Tibbens & Withing- 
ton’s No. 4 on the D. and C. R. Ed- 
wards farm into the sand came in at 
the rate of 25-barrels a day. Drilling 
was suspended to erect tankage. Near 
Seottown, in the same county, the 
three good producers are holding up 
very creditably. Nos. 1 and 2 on the 
Stephen Graham farm are producing 
125 and 77 barrels, respectively. The 
Carter Oil Company’s No. 8 on the D. 
B. Mulinex farm is holding up at 
77 barrels a day. 


On Hushers Fork, Clay 
Ritchie county, W. Va., R. G. Gillespie 
has drilled his test on the Boehm- 
Strickler farm through the Keener sand 
and has a duster. This is a wildcat 
and was expected to develop some new 
producing territory. On First run, 
Ellsworth district, Tyler county, the 
Melrose Oil and Gas Company has 
drilled its No. 3 on the Rebecca ben- 
nett farm into the Keener sand and 
has a show for a 50-barrel producer. 
This is the largest well found in this 
district for some months.

The 800-barrel well on the Maud San- 
ders allotment, northwest corner of 
section 3-14-18, just outside of the 
Muskogee townsite, in the mid-conti- 
nent field, has started considerable 
work there. Harmon, Shoenfelt & El- 
yea have a 200-barrel well in the same 
shallow sand, on the William H. Gar- 
rett land, west half of the northwest 
quarter of section 34-15-18. Nearly half 
a mile north of the Sanders well, 
Myers & Reddick’s well on the Alfred 
T. Garrett land, south half of the north- 
east quarter of section 33-15-18, farther 


west, was reported to be making 75 
barrels. 
On the Ohio side in the Osage pool, 


Jefferson county, after a run of light 
wells and dusters, has presented an- 
other good producer. It is the W. A. 
Holmes Oil Company’s No, 6 on the 
John F, Clark farm and its initial out- 
put was said to be at the rate of 100 
barrels a day. West of Steubenville, 
in the same county, the Houston-Ris- 
den Oil Company has completed its 
second test on the H. W. Cummings 
farm, and has a show for a 60-barrel 
producer. In the same district the 
King Oil Company has drilled in a test 
on the Stogenhorse lot and has a show 
for a 40 or 50-barrel producer. 


In the new 50-foot development, near 
Shinnston, Harrison county, W. Va., 
prospects for another good producer 
have been reported. It is the Philadel- 
phia Company’s No. 2 on the B. F. 
Anderson farm. This location is about 
800 feet north of the South Penn Oil 
Company’s No, 1, a good producer on 
the A. N. Nay farm. Earlier advices 
from this district were generally of a 
lees favorable character, dry holes be- 
ing the rule, and much of the pros- 
pective work having been abandoned 
in consequence. The two original good 
producers were credited with main- 
taining 70 and 100 barrels, respectively. 


On the right fqrk of _McCowans 
Creek, Walton district, Roane county, 
W. Va., the South Penn Oil Company 
has now completed and shot its test in 
the Mary J. Gibson farm, and has a 
30-barrel producer in the Big Injun 
sand. This location is 600 feet south 
of the Hamilton Oil Company’s on the 
John Z. and Adaline Neal farm. In the 
same district the Hamilton Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 4 on the John Z. and Ada- 
line Neal farm through the Berea grit 
has a show for a 50-barrel producer. 
This location is 500 feet southwest of 
No. 2 on the same farm. On Middle 
fork of Reedy creek, Curtis district, 
the Carter Oil Company's test on the 
Florence Matthews farm through the 
Berea grit has developed a strong gas 
pressure, estimated to have a capacity 
of 6,000,000 cubic feet a day. 


Despite the fact that both are the 
hardest of access of any in the lower 
Southwest, Lincoln and Roane coun- 
ties in West Virginia are furnishing 
more completions and new production 
than any other sections in the East- 
ern fields. The average size of the 
wells is such that they more than 
meet the decline in the old producers. 
The old wells in both districts, after 
they have settled down to their nor- 
mal production, are very steady pro- 
ducers. On Sugar Tree Fork, Duval 
district, Lincoln county, the Guyan Oil 
Company has completed its No. 2 on 
the Lincoln County Land Association 
tract and has a 25-barrel producer in 
the Berea grit. In the same district, 
the United Fuel and Gas Company has 
completed a second test on the T. A. 
and M. A. Griffith farm and has a 
25-barrel producer. On straight fork, 
the same company has completed its 
No. 14 on the C. W. and E. Z. May 
farm and has a 30-barrel producer.

There has been an 
portant developments or price changes 
in the general chemical situation dur- 
ing the interval and, while expressions 
on trade conditions are more encour- 
aging, there are comparatively few in- 
stances of actual increased business. 
The demand for seasonable descrip- 
tions of specialties is quite active, 
but operations have seldom exceeded 
the limits of actual necessities. In 
acetate of lime, the demand has 
improved for domestic use, and lead- 
ing producers report a 10 per cent. 
increase in business since the turn of 
the month. Oxalic acid is a shade 
firmer on spot, although values show 
no appreciable change from previous 
levels. Importations of carbonate of 
potash have been free of late, but a 
canvass of leading dealers failed to dis- 
close any weakness in the market. 
Bleach has remained in active request, 
and supplies have been kept at a low 
state, with holders offering sparingly 
on spot. White arsenic remains nom- 
inally unchanged in a lifeless market. 
Small lots of blue vitriol have met with 
freer distribution, and the market pre- 
sents a steadier appearance, with for- 
mer prices still current. The chlorates 
are moving freely on existing con- 
tracts, and production is finding ready 
sources of distribution. Current stocks 
of chloride of barium are small, and $37 
is asked for spot goods. A detailed 
market report of the principal chem- 
icals is indicated below, also a sum- 
mary of the Liverpool and London 
chemical markets, 

Heavy Chemicals. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Current 
trade conditions show no perceptible 
change since the turn of the month, 
and general business continues along 
the same lines as_ recently noted.

OF THE COCOA

In stating that Germany has now be- 
come the greatest producer of cocoa but- 
ter in the world and second only to Hol- 
land as an exporter of the article, Con- 
sul-General Robert P. Skinner, of Ham- 
burg, describes the trade competition in 
this article:—

Spain, Prior to 1898 Germany bought 
quantities of Dutch cocoa butter, but since 
1901 Dutch exports into Germany have de- 
creased and German exports reached the nota- 
ble figure of 2,588 tons in 1906, declining 
somewhat since then. The recent decline in 
ierman exports is attributed to an increasing 
domestic demand for cocoa butter products. 
The total annual German production of cocoa 
butter is now estimated to be 7,000 tons, as

Holland always has been and still is the 
country which has the greatest surplus of cocoa 
butter for export, and by means of the month- 
ly Van Houten auction sales in Amsterdam it 
practically rules all other markets. Trials 
have been made to establish auction sales in 
Hamburg, but thus far without success, Ger- 
man prices have sometimes been from $2.38 to 
$4.75 above par, and during recent months 
were as much less. These variations are 
largely in consequence of speculation. In- 
deed, speculation sometimes compels low 
prices, as in 1898, when the beans were high. 
The average price of cocoa beans at Hamburg 
diring 1908 was about $27.37 per 100 kilos 
220 pounds—against $39.98 in 1907 and $26.76 
in 1906. The Amsterdam public sales of Van 
Houten’s cocoa butter realized, per 100 kilos, 
an, average of $63.75 in 1908, $78.16 in 1907 
and $58.65 in 1906. The Van Houten sales 
aggregated 900,000 kilos last year, 860,000 in 
1907 and 855,000 in 1906. 

There are about forty ‘manufactuvers of 
cocoa butter in Holland, who exported 2,631 
tons in 1906, 2,975 tons in 1907 and 2,977 tons 
in 1908. 

England is third in importance as a cocoa 
butter manufacturing country, but as the do- 
mestic consumption is increasing there is no 
regular surplus for export. 

In 1908 the United States imported of cocoa 
butter 900 tons from Holland and 282 tons 
from Germany, against 828 and 230 tons, re- 
spectively, in 1907, and 1,007 and 657 tons in 
1906. It is rather extraordinary that with 20 
or more countries growing cocoa beans the 
United States should still find it necessary to 
import such immense quantities of cocoa but- 
ter. It is all the more extraordinary, as cocoa 
butter is dutiable at 3%4 cents per pound, while 
cocoa beans are free. These facts should 
tempt American manufacturers to develop the 
industry.

OILS AND OIL SEEDS AT MARSEILLES. 


Consul-General Horace Lee Washington, 
of Marseilles, reports that unofficial fig- 
ures from a conservative and well-in- 
formed oil merchant place the supplies 
of edible oil for the season at that 
French port at the following amounts:— 


The estimated quantity is 1,020,000 metric 
tons (2,204.6 pounds each) of oils, divided as 
follows:—Olive, 330,000; ground nut, 67,000; 
sesame, 88,000; cottonseed (American), 535,000. 
There is thus a deficit in the supplies for 1908- 
1909 of 155,000 tons of oil, equal to about 
860,000 barrels of 180 kilos (396.83 pounds) 
each. 

In all consideration of the oil question at 
this time it must be borne in mind that the dis- 
aster to the general olive crop (this does not 
apply to the crop in Provence) has been even 
greater than was anticipated, and conservative 
business men do not believe that the enormous 
shortage has as yet been fully realized or its 
sure effects appreciated by the trade. This 
will be borne in mind when the present sup- 
plies begin to diminish. 

The shortage has naturally created a demand 
for substitutes, and this has effected the de- 
mand not only for sesame and ground-nut 
oils, but in a marked degree for the American 
cottonseed oil. A usually well-informed French 
dealer estimates that the probable total exports 
of American cottonseed oil to all countries 
will amount to 1,150,000 barrels, as against 
750,000 barrels in 1907-1908, It is reported here 
that the American cottonseed oil, groundnut 
and sesame crops are in excess of the previous 
season, and that this will relieve the situation, 
A recognized expert has expressed the follow- 
ing opinion:— 

“The situation which confronts the consumer 
of oil is indeed extraordinary and embarras- 
sing. In 1907-1908, notwithstanding the Amer- 
ican panic and its effect upon trade throughout 
Europe, the 1,175,000 tons of the four named 
edible oils were consumed; and now, in 1908- 
1909, with an increased consumption consequent 
on the revival of trade, the world is face to 
face with a deficit of 155,000 tons of oil, where- 
as an excess of like amount would not be bur- 
densome, This deficit, however, would cause 
less inconvenience if the copra production ap- 
proached nearly that of 1908; but the supplies 
of this commodity promise to be relatively 
small in 1909 and will not, it is estimated, ex- 
eced 220,000 tons. In ordinary times, when 
the supplies of other oils are ample to meet 
the requirements of trade, about 25 per cent. 
of the coy oil produced is used for edible pur- 
poses and 75 per cent. for the soap industry. 
The 220,000 tons of copra will yield, at 60 per 
cent., 132,000 tons of oil, and if it were pos- 
sible to use the whole quantity for edible pur- 
poses it would not be sufficient to make good 
the deficit to which reference has been made.”

The total importations of oil seeds at Mar- 
seilles during the ‘irst two months of 1900 
amounted to 94,782 tons, against 88,274 tons 
in the same period of 1908. Sesame seed im- 
ports advanced from 9,583 to 13,075 tons, 
shelled peanuts from 12,856 to 17,904 tons, un 
shelled peanuts from 19,503 to 23,340 tons, cot- 
tonseed from 5,291 to 5,419 tons, and poppy seed 
from nothing in the 1908 period to 170 tons in 
1909, while linseed decreased from 2,187 to 
1,613 tons, colza seed from 146 to 100 tons, 
castor seed from 1,880 to 1,335 tons, The re- 
ceipts of copra dropped from 82,431 to 28,156 
tons, mowrah seeds from 1,943 to 722 ton 
while palm xernels advanced from 114 to 
tons.

PEANUT TRADE AND MANUFACTURE OF 
PEANUT OIL AND CAKES. 

Consul George M. Hotschick, of Trieste, 
responds to requests from Louisiana by 
presenting the following report on the 
utilization of the peanut in Austria:— 

In the Empire of Austria there are only 
three factories which work up shelled and un- 
shelled peanuts—two in Trieste and one at 
Aussig, Bohemia. Unshelled peanuts are im- 
ported from the west coast of Africa and 
shelled from the Coromandel coast, Bombay, 
Spain and the United States. The shelled pea- 
nuts suffer during transportation and storage, 
becoming a prey to insects, and are very often 
rancid and moldy. The poorer quality of oil 
extracted was used in the manufacture of soap. 

Lately small lots of American shelled pea- 
nuts from Tennessee and Georgia have been 
sold in the Austrian market. The oil yield of 
the shelled nuts from Tennessee is 41 per cent. 
and that from Georgia 29 to 30 per cent. The 
result from shelled peanuts from Bombay or 
from the Coromandel coast is 40 to 41 per 
cent., while the Rufisque nuts yield 3 to 4 per 
cent. higher. Unshelled Spanish peanuts yield 
only about 24 per cent, The factory at Aussig, 
Bohemia, extracts oil from only shelled pea- 
nuts, which is used in the manufacture of 
soap by the Schicht Werke. 

To extract good oil it is necessary to re- 
move the shell, the red bitter skin of the seed 
and the very bitter germ. Machines in use in 
Trieste perform this work perfectly. The oil 
from low-grade peanuts has until recently been 
used in the manufacture of soap, but this in- 
ferior quality has been so improved through 
refining that it can be mixed with the best oil 
Special machines in Trieste factories remove 
the shell, skin and germ and refine the lower 
grade oil. 

The market prices at Trieste of the three 
best qualities of peanut oil during the month 
of February per 100 kilos (220.46 pounds) 
were:—Edible _ oil, extra fine, 92 crowns 
($18.68); fine, 84 crowns ($17.01); technical oil, 
62 crowns ($12.59). 

Carefully shelled and pressed Rufisque pea- 
nuts yield cakes of great purity of about 60 
per cent. protein, plus fat. The shelled Coro- 
mandel and Bombay peanuts yield an inferior 
quality of cake, containing less protein and 
fat, yet much in demand as fodder. 

The market price at Trieste of the best 
brands of peanut cake, including the product 
gained from the Rufisque peanut, during the 
month of February was 17% crowns per 100 
kilos ($3.35 per 220.46 pounds). Peanut cake 
manufactured from the Coromandel product 
was sold at 15 crowns ($3.05) per 100 kilos. 

The following rates of duty cover the im 
portation of the foregoing articles into 
Austria-Hungary and are per 100 kilos (220.46 
pounds):—There is no duty on peanut canes 
The duty on peanuts is 8 crowns ($1.62), but 
if it is proved that the imported peanuts are 
to be worked up into oil and cakes no duty is 
charged. Peanut oil for technical purposes 
pays 2 crowns ($0.41). This oil, however, is 
denaturalized under the supervision of the cus 
tom officials by mixing it with rosemary oil 
The duty on peanut oil is 24 crowns ($4.87), 
on gross weight, while most favored nations 
pay a duty of only 15 crowns ($3.05) The 
duty on peanut oil imported in bottles, ete., is 
36 crowns ($7.21).

ENACTMENT OF A SEVERE LAW TO 
PREVENT ADULTERATION OF BUTTER. 
The Dutch -arliament has recently 
passed an act for the prevention of the 
adulteration of butter in Holland, and 
Consul Henry H. Morgan, of Amsterdam. 
forwards comments thereon from a local 
newspaper, from which the following 
points are given:— 


To exclude every possibility of fraud, the 
act provides for permanent government super- 
vision, at the expense of the makers, in places 
where both butter and margarine are mad 
Not only are butter and margarine defined, 
but the act provides that butter shall contain 
a minimum amount of butter fat, which will 
prevent the sale of butter with an excess of 
water, and also makes it impossible to use any 
other adulterant. This provision is considered 
very important, as no analyst will henceforth 
have any difficulty in estimating the exact 
amount of volatile fatty acids present in a 
sample of butter or margarine. 

No foreign fats are allowed wherever butter 
is made, the act providing that from time to 
time a list shall be published giving the names 
of all substances considered adulterants, and 
which must not be present in places where 
butter is made. 

The punishment for the violation of the law 
is imprisonment for not more than a year, no 
fines being provided for, while the judge, in 
certain cases, as additional punishment, is al- 
lowed to order the publication, at the of- 
fender's expense, of the material portion of the 
judgment. 


The Dutch journal from which the fore- 
going is taken believes that this law will 
surely put a stop to all manufacture of 
fraudulent butter in Holland,

MARKET CONDITIONS IN DENMARK. 


An importer of cottonseed products in 
Aarhuus, Denmark, under date of April 5, 
furnishes information in regard to mar- 
ket conditions in Denmark for the sale 
of those products:— 


Speculation and, perhaps, a short crop have 
raised the prices for cottonseed cakes to a level 
unexpected some months ago, the consumption 
in Denmark having been smaller than usual 
Millers in the United States evidently now 
expect to commence the new season with the 
same prices as those quoted for summer ship 
ments. It should be remembered, however, 
that Danish farmers never change their combi 
nation of food in the middle of a season, but 
with the beginning of a new one make a fresh 
start on the basis of what can be bought 
cheapest at that time, and what they decide 
upon they will probably continue to use for the 
following twelve months.

The fertilizer market is now ap- 
proaching the usual quiet season of 


this time of the year and there is of 
consequence nothing in the way of new 
interest to note since our last issue. 
From Chicago we are advised that 
very little business was done in the 
abattoir items during the interval and 
stocks are beginning to accumulate 
slowly, consequently packers are offer- 
ing slight concessions under the pre- 
vailing prices for firm bids. The live 
stock receipts are slightly below the 
average of the preceding years, as will 
be seen by the following figures:— Cat- 


tle receipts at six Western markets 
up to May 9 of current year were 
2,456,000; same period a year ago, 
2,685,000. Receipts of hogs at eleven 
markets up to May 9 of the current 
year were 9,654,000, against 11,383,000 


during the same period of the previous 
year. The average weight of hogs was 
as follows:—1909, 212 pounds; 1908, 219 
pounds; 1907, 230 pounds. There still 
continues a shortage of spot potash 
salts and consumers are paying in 
some instances prices above the market 
value, Sulphate of ammonia was quiet 
on the lower schedule recently estab- 
lished. Late cables received from Chili 
advised of a firm market, but no quo- 
table change was noted in the local 
trade and the previous quoted value of 
$2.15 may still be shaded. No addi- 
tional news has been received from the 
herring fishing fleet. A detailed report 
of the market follows:— 

Ammoniates,. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA,.—Noth- 
ing in the way of new interest de- 
veloped in the local fertilizer market 
during the interval and in common 
with the general fertilizer items the 
product is rather quiet. Foreign sul- 
phate is quoted at $2.85 for prompt de- 


livery, with futures at $2.87%. Domes- 
tic sulphate is $2.90 for both prompt 


and future delivery. 
DRIED BLOOD.—Very little business 
is reported in the Chicago market and 


stocks are beginning to accumulate 
slowly. High grade ground blood is 
obtainable at $2.42% Chicago basis for 
prompt shipment. For future ship- 
ments this price might be shaded. 
FISH SCRAP.—No additional news 


has been received from the fleet in the 
Chesapeake, where the herring fishing 
is now going on. In the absence of 
stock in the local market the follow- 
ing quotations are named in a nomi- 
nal way:—Dried, 11 per cent. ammonia 
and 14 per cent. bone phosphate de- 
scription, at $2.55 and 10 per unit f. o. 

b. fish works. Imported ground fish 
guano was a trifle firmer and is now 
quoted as follows:—10 and 11 per cent. 
ammonia and 15 to 17 per cent. bone 
phosphate, c. i. f. New York, Balti- 
more or Philadelphia, $2.65 and 10. 

MEALS AND SHEEP MANURE.— 
Hoof meal continues very scarce in 
Chicago, and is now practically out of 
the market. It is quoted nominally at 
$2.35@2.37% Chicago. Bone meal is 
very firm, owing to the scarcity of 
spot supplies. However, small lots are 
available at $19.50@20 per ton Chicago 
basis. For the high grade description 
of concentrated sheep manure a slight- 
ly easier tone is noticeable, with the 
quotation of $9@10 f. o. b. Chicago. 

TANKAGE.—The Chicago market 
was very quiet during the week, and 
stocks are beginning to accumulate 
slowly. High grade tankage has been 
sold at $2.30 and 10 Chicago basis, but 
for future shipments the market is 
easier. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Cables _ to- 
wards the close from Chili advised of 
a firm market. There is a good de- 
mand coming in from all sections of 
the United States, and the New York 
parity now is on the average slightly 
higher than the European quotations. 
The previous quotation of $2.15 for both 
prompt and future shipments can no 
doubt still be shaded. 

PYRITES.—The local pyrites market 
continues quiet along the lines of our 
previous reports. The demand is still 
routine and confined to the regular 
consuming channels. The present quo-

Business very light on small inquiry by fer 
tilizer manufacturers, This being ‘‘between 
seasons,’’ the demand is more for fall or winter 
delivery than for spot. Supplies are of moder 
ate proportions and firmly held. Packers look 
for a season of generally high prices on short- 
age of cattle receipts and a market already 
thoroughly cleaned up. Stocks are only just 
beginning to accumulate, and with this comes 
a disposition on the part of a few sellers to 
move stocks. This is shown in slight conces- 
sions from spot prices for future deliveries.

Saturday Noon, May 15, 1909. 
There is still an extremely quiet tone 


noted in the local dye market, and 
during the week just closed nothing 
in the way of new or interesting fea- 
ture developed. With the more im- 
portant items there is the usual con- 
tract distribution against outstanding 
agreements to note, and a generally 
light jobbing inquiry, but on such 
items as turmeric, natural indigo, 
cutch and cochineal the demand is 


practically absent, and sales when put 
through are mostly of small amounts 
that go into the regular channels for 
immediate consumption. The synthetic 
dyes continue to make great inroads 
into the markets where the natural 
ones have been heretofore exclusively 
used, and on an item like cutch where 
the primary source, Burma, exported 
some 11,160 tons ten years ago, the 
aniline dyes have made such great 
inroads into the market that during 
1906-07 but 5,640 tons were exported. 
Later figures show that for current 
year up to April 26 Rangoon exported 
but 1,050 tons, against 2,500 tons in 
1908 and 3,500 in 1907. The local gam- 
bier situation underwent no important 
change during the interval. A con- 
signment of some 100 tons is due dur- 
ing the coming week, but a local house 
reports that the entire cargo has been 
disposed of by them, and there will 
be consequently none of this cargo 
available for local interests. Due to the 
fact that the shipments for the last 
half of March were on rather slow 
steamers, and the shipments for the 
first half of April on comparatively fast 
ships, several cargoes are expected to 
arrive at this port at about the same 
time. This will have a natural tend- 
ency to ease prices which have been 
rather high for some time past, due 
to the absence of supplies on the 
spot. However, the total visible sup- 
ply to well on in the summer is still 
much below the average, and this 
may again have the tendency to re- 
tard any declines. The Singapore mar- 
ket reacted downward during the 
week, and towards the close May ship- 
ments were quoted at 4.95@5c., against 
5@5\%c. last week. Far off shipments 
are likewise easier. A detailed report 
of the market follows. 

ALBUMEN.—With a generally quiet 
market prevailing for the item there 
is nothing of really new interest to 
note for this market. The stocks of the 
imported blood descriptions remain at 
a low level. Blood albumen is unalter- 
ed at 26c., egg albumen at 55@72c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The ab- 
sence of any great competition still 
tends to keep the market in a routine 
and uninteresting position. We are 
informed, however, that sales of the 
salt have been put through at 10c., al- 
though the range of 10@10.15c. is again 
named in other quarters. Oil is un- 
changed at 114%@11%c. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—The local situa- 
tion has developed nothing in the way 
of new interest and contract distribu- 
tion constitutes as heretofore most of 
the actual movement. However, there 
is the usual light jobbing inquiry 
noted for small parcels for the imme- 
diate needs of the buyer. The pre- 
vious quotations are named again as 
follows:—15%@15%%e. for 75 per cent., 13 
@13%c. for 65 per cent. and 11%@11c. 
for 47 per cent. 

BICHROMATES.—The usual contract 
distribution constitutes as heretofore 
most of the actual movement in the 
bichromates in the local market. There 
is, however, the usual light jobbing in- 
quiry noted from the regular quarters. 
The prevailing range of values is un- 
altered as follows:—8%@8%c. for bi- 
chromate of potash and 6%@6%c. for 
bichromate of soda. 

COCHINEAL.—The market is lack- 
ing in new feature and trading in the 
item was quiet on the lower schedule 
established last week. Aside from 
contract supplies and a very light job- 
bing inquiry there is nothing new to 
report for the commodity. Prices are 
unaltered as follows:—33@35e. for Tene- 
riffe silver, 30@32c. for rosy blacks and 
32@33c. for gray blacks. 

CUTCH.—The aniline dyes are grad- 
ually displacing this commodity as a 
dyeing agent. The demand is extreme- 
ly light and buyers show no inclina- 
tion whatever to operate ahead of their 
immediate requirements. One of the 
chief reasons for this is that cutch is a 
product that loses weight rapidly and 
it has been estimated that the loss in 
weight after keeping cutch in store 
for six months adds some 10 per cent. 
to importing prices. Therefore it is to 
} be seen that the speculative value of 
4 the product is a very low one and the 


quantity of cutch exported from Burma 
has decreased from 11,160 tons in 1895- 
96 to 5,640 tons in 1906-07. The value 
of the former was estimated at 
Rs.46,59,121, while the export of the 
latter period was valued at only 
Rs.19,15,375. The quotation declined 
from Rs.417 in, 1895-96 to Rs.339 in 1906- 
07. In the local market nothing in the 
way of new feature developed and our 
previous quotations are named again 
in a nominal way, as follows:—44@ 
4%c. for mat, 4%@5c. for boxes and 7% 
@9c. for slabs. London reports a small 
business doing at steady prices. 

The shipments from January 1 to 
April 26 from Rangoon to all parts were 
1,050 tons, against 2,500 tons in 1908, 
and 3,500 tons in 1907. 

DEXTRINE.—The local market for 
dextrine developed no new feature dur- 
ing the interval. There is a _ fairly 
good demand for both export and do- 
mestic consumption. No quotable 
change has been recorded since our last 
issue. Manufacturers of the commodity 
are asking the following prices:—Dex- 
trine, bags at $3.19; barrels, $3.35 per 
hundred pounds; special dark canary 
dextrine, bags at $3.29; barrels, $3.45, 
these quotations holding good on car- 
load lots. Special quotations can be 
had for smaller quantities. The do- 
mestic potato item is inactive, with 
the market bare of stocks. The nom- 
inal figure of 5@6c. is still prevailing. 
The foreign description is 6@7c., as to 
amount, seller and terms governing 
sales. 

GAMBIER.—In the absence of goods 
on the spot the market is lacking in 
new feature. A small amount of store 
goods is available, but 5%c. is named 
as a minimum price for this, with 
sales reported as high as 6c. The 
steamer Ghazee, with 500 tons aboard, 
was reported at Gibraltar on April 
29; the Schuylkill, at Port Said, on 


April 29, and the Norman Prince, at 
Penang, on April 20. Owing to the 


fact that the shipments for the last 
half of March were on rather slow 
boats, and the shipments for the first 
part of April on comparatively fast 
boats, a considerable tonnage will ar- 
rive in this port on various steamers 
at about the same time. While it is 
stated that goods afloat are expected 
to bring 5\%c., the large tonnage that 
will arrive here will naturally have the 
tendency to ease prices. Singapore 
reacted during the interval, and at the 


close $4.95@5 was named for May 
shipments. For June-July, 4%c. is 


quoted. From London we are advised 
that on the spot 23s. 6d. has been paid, 
which is 6d. above last week’s value. 
For arrival the sales are somewhat 
restricted, owing to the advanced val- 
ues; April-May shipment done at 22s. 
3d., and May-June at 22s., closing with 
sellers of the latter position at 21s. 
9d. per cwt. c. i. f. terms. Cubes have 
been sold on the spot at 35s. 6d., and 
to arrive per April-May shipments at 
33s. 6d. per cwt. ex quay. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—No 
additional demand is perceptible in the 
local market for hypo, and the usual 
contract distribution constitutes, as 
heretofore, most of the movement. 
There is, however, the usual light job- 
bing demand noted. Quotations are 
unaltered.

Were it not for the decline in 
the price of crude petroleum there would 
be a large amount of wildcat work during 
the summer season. The Addis Run pool, 
in Ritchie county, is showing more life 
than for a long period, and the same can 
be said of Calhoun county.

work starting than at any period since the 
Yellow Creek district was at its height. 
Brooke county is another that is receiving 
more attention than for some time, as new 
work is starting up in all quarters. Leases 
are bringing good prices in any section of 
the West Virginia field, and producing prop- 
erties are held at a very high figure, in 
fact but little producing property can_ be 
found on the market at anything less than 
$2,000 per barrel for settled production. A 
strong attempt is being made to extend the 
Lincoln and Roane county fields into other 
counties adjoining and several test wells are 
















under way in Putnam, Wayne and Cabell 
counties. Another county that is being 
closely looked over is Jackson, where some 
new work should soon start. Since the 
completion of a couple of wells in the 
Shinnstown pool, in Harrison county, @ 
number of drilling wells have closed down 


and will take down their rigs and machin- 
ery, the trouble being located in too close 
proximity to the dusters. Nothing out of 
the ordinary is being found in any of the 
older producing sections, and all are await- 
ing one or more tests in each district be- 
fore they start up active work, as the oil 
man is more conservative than ever before. 

Southwestern Ohio.—During the week the 
deep sand pools in the Fairfield and Perry 
counties had nothing to offer as a special in- 
ducement to the operators in the Southeastern 
Ohio fields. The many companies that were 
organized to test the deep sand district will 
take a look and think before they go into the 


wildcat business to any great extent with a 
declining market. With all the deep sand 
districts work is very active. The new field 


in Jefferson county, near Steubenville, is show- 
ing more promising than for a long while, but 


the Osage pool has been pretty well drilled 
out in the same county and something new 
must be looked for. The feature of the drill 


in Monroe county for the week was the finding 


of what looks like an extension to the Jeru- 
salem pool, as a 15-barrel well has been 
drilled in. The wildcat is located to the south 
of the pool, and leasers have been active in 
that direction since the well made the first 
showing of oll. Washington county is just 
about holding its own in the usual way, and 


the same found in other fields in that section 
of the State. 

Indiana.—The two 5-cent cuts in the Indiana 
field will practically stop further operations 
in the older districts of the State. With the 
conditions in the Indiana field before the cut 
the trade could hardly afford to drill for the 
product, and now they will hardly think of 
doing any new work, but make the best of 
their old wells. 

Northwestern Ohio.—The operators over the 
Northwestern Ohio field are dumfounded over 
the second cut of 5 cents in the petroleum 
product, and many of the wildcat ventures 
planned will be given up until some future 
time when the prices advance. 

Kentucky.—The second cut of 5 cents per 
barrel and the first cut of 10 cents has brought 
the price of the Kentucky product to 80 cents 
per barrel, much to the disappointment of the 
wildcatter who had set his work in motion all 
over the State with hopes of finding new and 
prolific pools, but the heavy cut will stop this 
class of wildcat work for the time to come. 

Illinois.—The drill is being rushed all over 
the Illinois field, and the oil trade is jubilant 
over the fact that they still have the same 
price for the product as before the two cuts 
in the more Eastern production.
